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The  trains  that  came  from  all  points  south, 
west  ai)d  north  brought  the  folks.  There  were 
old  folks,  young  folks,  children,  parents,  teachers, 
preachers,  business  men,  professional  men.  They 
were  a  happy  lot.  And  who  would  think  of  it 
being  otherwise?  Were  they  not  on  the  way 
to  the  greatest  gathering  that  Is  held  in  the  fair 
state?  Sure,  they  were,  and  had  abundant  cause 
to  be  happy.  And  now  they  have  been  met  at 
the  trains,  carried  to  the  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
assigned  the  most  splendid  homes  in  the  city,  and 
are  back  at  the  beautiful  First  Baptist  Church, 
the  host  of  the  Convention.  Among  the  many 
happy  ones,  or  better,  among  the  crowd,  for  it 
is  the  same,  none  seemed  so  happy  as  the  genial, 
lovable,  godly  pastor  of  the  church.  Of  course, 
it  was  evident  that  he  had  been  busy  preparing, 
and  that  only  accentuated  the  smile  that  was 
continually  on  his  face.  It  is  now  Tuesday  even¬ 
ing,  March  the  20th,  and  the  hour  has  come  for 
the  beginning  of  the  greatest  convention  that  has 
ever  been  held  in  the  state.  No,  not  the  greatest 
in  numbers,  but  greatest  in  the  inspiration  that 
was  fanned  many  times  into  a  red  hot  flame  of 
Spirituality. 

They  sing  the  Doxology,  and  it  never  seemed 
more  fltting.  President  R.  T.  Strickland  is  in 
the  chair.  They  sing  again,  and  this  time  it  is 
“Love  Lifted  Me.”  The  Mississippi  College  Male 
Quartet  sings.  President  Strickland  calls  Dr.  J. 
A.  Taylor  of  Brookhaven  to  come  and  lead  in  a 
devotional  service.  He  reads  Titus  2:11-16,  call¬ 
ing  attention  to  three  points.  ( 

Following  the*  devotional  service,  the  welcome 
address  was  spoken  by  ,Hon.  V.  B.  Imes,  editor 
of  the  Commercial  Dispatch  of  the  city.  A  cheer¬ 
ing,  ringing,  hearty  welcome  was  extended  by  the 
speaker  to  this,  the  second  oldest  city  in  Missis¬ 
sippi.  The  response  was  by  Prof.  W.  Jacobs  of 
Columbia.  The  burden  of  the  response  was,  “We 
are  glad  to  be  here.” 

Hon.  E.  L.  Dodson,  teacher  of  the  University 
class  of  young  men  in  the  First  Baptist  Church 
of  Tuscaloosa,  Ala.,  the  class  composed  of  stu¬ 
dents  from  the  University  of  Alabama.  He  cited 
the  obligation  of  the  denomination  to  the  young 
men  in  the  state  schools,  calling  attention  to  the 
fact  that  a  great  per  cent  of  our  leaders  in  all 
walks  of  life  are  coming  through  these  slate  in¬ 
stitutions.  A  number  of  striking  statements  were 
made  by  the  speaker,  that  were,  to  say  the  least, 
thought  provoking.  Mr.  Dodson  is  a  lawyer  and 
a  practical  Christian  worker.  He  was  introduced 
by  Rev.  John  Caylor,  University  Pastor  of  Tus¬ 
caloosa.  The  speaker  came  in  the  place  of  Harry 
L.  Strickland,  who  was  detained  unavoidably.

of  Dr.  M.  E.  Dodd,  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church  of  Shreveport,  La.  His  address  followed 
in  a  unique  way,  the  one  preceding.  It  would  be 
a  glorious  thing  if  the  writer  had  been  able  to 
have  given  a  real  outline  of  the  address,  and  not 
only  of  this  one,  but  all  the  others.  The  best  he 
can  do  is  to  set  down  as  nearly  as  he  can  the 
,  thoughts  that  were  brought  out,  not  in  the  words 
of  the  speaker,  but  clearly.  Such  ideas  as  the 
following  were  stressed  in  this  address: 

Soul  winning  is  primary  service.  When  Bap¬ 
tists  compare  themselves  with  others,  with  them¬ 
selves,  all  is  to  their  glory.  But,  if  each  church 
in  the  S.  B.  C,  had  won  one  soul  per  month,  last 
year,  we  would  have  won  one  third  more  than 
were  won  last  year.  About  246,000  were  baptised 
last  year.  If  each  preacher  had  won  one  soul 
each  month  duhing  the  year,  there  would  have 
been  one  fourth  more  won  than  were  in  the  South. 

If  each  group  of  fifteen  of  the  3,000,000  Southern 
Baptists  had  won  one  soul  during  the  year,  we 
would  have  won  almost  as  many  as  were  baptised 
during  the  year.  If  each  S.  S.  teacher  and  officer 
had  won  one  during  the  year,  the  number  would 
have  been  about  31(H000. 

He  then  said  that  soul  winning  is  good  match¬ 
making,  good  sportsmanship,  and  good  salesman¬ 
ship.  That  good  salesmanship  is  composed  of  the 
following:  Proper  approach,  securing  attention, 
creating  interest,  and  getting  the  name  on  “the 
dotted  line”.  We  are  both  fire  and  life  insurance 
agents.  We  insure  against  eternal  fire,  and  to 
eternal  life.  Soul  winning  is  the  finest  service 
to  families,  state,  and  to  the  world.  That  we 
have  great  agencies  at  our  disposal  among  which 
are  the  Wonderful  Word,  and  our  personal  rela¬ 
tionships.

Rev.  J.  E.  Wills  discussed,  to  our  edification, 
“An  Adequate  Conception  of  the  8.  8.”  Three 
things  are  essential  in  this:  (1)  That  the  school 
shall  be  a  REAL  school.  Should  have  a  school's 
motive,  a  school's  method,  and  a  school  s  standard 
in  that  it  is  to  be  judged  as  real  school.  (2)  That 
it  should  be  a  school  of  the  church,  and  of  the 
church,  church  members  in  It.  (J)  That  it  should 
be  a  school  where  the  highest  and  beat  knowledge 
is  imparted.  There  is  too  little  teaching  in  the 
S.  S.  Too  much  teaching  is  only  preaching. 

Rev.  W.  H.  Morgan  gave  an  address  on  “Ade¬ 
quate  Equipment”.  It  involves  a  clean,  clearcut 
conviction  of  the  necessity  and  importance  of  the 
fc.  S.  An  adequate  organisation,  and  there  is  no 
danger  of  organisation  for  service.  Proper  and 
official  personnel,  deacons,  pastor,  etc.  He  em¬ 
phasised  the  magnitude  of  the  task  of  the  super¬ 
intendent,  and  said  that  parsifnony  will  quickly 
show  itself  a  detriment  to  the  8.  8.  Records 
are  to  be  made  to  build  character,  and  the  Six- 
Point  System  is  the  most  valuable  forward  step 
in  ten  years.  The  purpose  of  It  all  is  to  harvest 
and  gamer  that  which  will  glorify  God. 

The  work  going  about  16  minutes  late.  It  was 
moved  that  the  time  be  added  to  Dr.  Gunter  so 
that  he  may  have  full  time  for  his  address.  The 
subject  is  “Adequate  Doctrinal  Information”. 
Many,  many  were  the  terse  practical  statements 
of  our  Secretary,  and  only  a  very  few  of  many 
that  deserve  it  are  recorded.

There  are  two  kinds  of  people  who  do  not  care 
for  Doctrine — one  does  not  know,  and  the  other 
is  one  who  knows,  but  is  not  willing  to  be  tested. 
He  named  as  fundamentals.  Total  Depravity;  Re¬ 
generation;  Regeneration  as  a  prerequisite  to  the 
Ordinances;  Right  of  the  Individual  to  accept  or 
reject;  Nature,  place  and  Mission  of  the  Church; 
Scriptures  as  Absolute  Authority.  The  present 
tendency  is  to  depart  from  Doctrinal  Teaching, 
and  to  break  down  denominational  lines.  There 
is  a  tendency  to  close  our  mouths  about  that 
which  has  made  us  great.  There  is  no  such  thing 
as  accepting  Christ  and  ignoring  His  teachings. 

Many  remarks  of  the  great  address  were  heard 
publicly  and  privately.  The  writer  believes  that

_  Dr.  B.  D.  Gray  was  in  his 

happiest  humor  and  preached  to  the  joy  of  all- 
All  The  music  under  Prof.  Kallnowski's  direction  was 
inspiring.  We  are  sorry  that  space  does  not  per¬ 
mit  us  to  give  a  full  report  of  the  sermon.  Dr. 
Gray  emphasized  the  fact  that  the  church  stood 
for  the  spiritual  and  worship  must  be  in  spirit. 
But  he  showed  how  material  conditions  contrib¬ 
uted  to  the  worship.  Pastor  Lovelace  guided  the 
whole  hour  graciously  and  with  reverence. 

Dr.  Zeno  Wall,  former  pastor,  under  whose  di¬ 
rection  the  foundations  were  laid,  preached  with 
power  at  night  on  “A  New  Earth”.  He  dwelt  on 
the  history  of  the  church  movement  and  made 
everybody  glad  and  grateful  a  she  showed  how  it 
was  consummated.  He  received  a  great  ovation 
from  everybody  on  this  return  visit,  and  the  stu¬ 
dents  of  Mississippi  College  gave  him  a  handsome 
loving  cup.  One  was  received  by  letter  and  one 
for  baptism  at  the  evening  service. 

The  church  was  not  dedicated  for  the  reason 
that  there  is  a  very  large  debt  remaining  an  it, 
but  the  heroic  people  who  have  carried  the  enter¬ 
prise  thus  far  are  determind  to  see  It  through. 
Nearly  every  window  in  the  church  is  a  memorial 
window  contributed  by  somebody.  The  seats  are 
handsome;  the  aisles  are  carpeted  with  rubber. 
There  are  thirty-three  Sunday  School  rooms,  all 
occupied.  The  State  Board  is  helping  and  the 
Home  Board  gave  $10,000.  The  coat  of  the  church

There  have  been 
770,568  baptisms.  The  net  gain  in  church  mem¬ 
bership  has  been  480,208.  3,536  Sunday  Schools 
have  been  organized  and  a  gain  of  enrollment 
of  486,626  pupils  has  been  noted.  7,320  B.  Y. 
P.  U.’s  have  been  organized  with  a  gain  of  22,709 
members.  6,694  new  local  Woman’s  Missionary 
Union  organizations  have  been  formed.  The 
value  of  local  church  property 'has  gained  to  the 
amount  of  $46,868,421.00.  Last  year’s  contribu¬ 
tions  fo  all  purposes  showed  a  gain  of  $14,656,- 
183.00  over

THE  WORLD’S  CALL  FOR  A  BAPTIST 
y  MESSAGE 

A  Baptist  church  in  Russia  recently  baptized 
3,000  persons  in  a  single  day.  A  Baptist  worker 
in  Russia  has  had  500  converts  a  month  for 
eighteen  successive  months.  900  million  unsaved 
people  are  offered  to  the  Baptist  denomination 
as  pupils.  In  the  face  of  this  Southern  Baptists 
expended  last  year  less  than  Two  Million  Dollars 
in  carrying  out  a  world  program. 


The  religious  papers  are  being  flooded  with 
copy  in  the  interest  of  "political  prisoners”  that 
is  of  people  who  were  guilty  of  crimes  close  to 
treason  during  the  late  war.  They  are  signed  by 
a  man  with  a  German  name  and  go  out  under  the 
name  of  “General  Defense  Committee".  If  these 
men  are  not  punished  there  is  no  security  for 
the  state.

In  the  former  article  I  discussed 
the  meaning:  of  the  term,  showing 
that  any  and  all  we  have  may  be 
converted  into  Kingdom  assets  and 
that  we  can  realize  on  them  as  such. 
In  this  I  want  to  discuss  another 
phase  of  the  subject  under  considera¬ 
tion.  • 

Who  may  invest  in  Heavenly  Secu¬ 
rities.  In  our  recent  world  war  only 
friends  of  the  government  willingly 
invested  in  its  bonds  and  other  secu¬ 
rities.  As  there  is  no  physical  force 
exerted  in  God’s  Kingdom  to  com¬ 
pel  us  to  invest  we  conclue:  (1)  That 
only  friends  of  God  can  invest  in 
Heavenijr  Securities.  His  enemies 
will  not  buy  at  his  counter — in  other 
words,  His  enemies  will  not  work  pr 
put  their  funds  into  Kingdom  enter¬ 
prises  that  bring  eternal  returns, 
(a)  Then  the  question,  who  are  God’s 
friends?  In  John  15:14  we  read  that 
thase  are  His  friends  who  do  His 
work,  (b)  What  is  God’s  work?  Je¬ 
sus  says  in  John  6:29  that  doing  the 
work  of  God  is  believing  on  Him.  We 
are  also  told  in  John  3:16  that  to 
believe  on  Him  is  to  have  eternal  life, 
(c)  Therefore  none  but  regenerated, 
reborn,  saved  persons  can  invest  in 
Heavenly  Securities,  or  can  or  will 
work  the  works  of  righteousness. 
(2)  'Not  all  Christiana  are  making 
Heavenly  Investments  (I  Cor.  3:15), 
but  some  will  waste  their  lives  here 
and  go  into  Heaven  saved  as  by 
fir?  (I  Cor.  3:16)  or,  as  Job  expresses 
it,  saved  by  the  skin  of  their  teeth 
(Job  19:20).  Many  will  be  the  dis¬ 
appointed  Christians  at  the  day  of 
settlement,  for  many  are  resting  on 
their  oars  singing  the  old  song  “Jesus 
paid  it  all”  and  refuse,  or  fail,  to 
do  the  works  of  God  and  seem  to 
think  that  the  Kingdom  has  no  claims 
on  them;  so  they  will  not  give  any¬ 
thing  worth  mentioning  to  the  fur¬ 
therance  of  His  Kingdom,  (a)  We 
are  saved  by  grace  through  faith 
without  works  (Eph.  2:8),  but  (b) 

,  we  lay  up  treasures  in  Heaven,  make 
Heavenly  Investments,  by  living,  giv- 
ing,  working  for  God  here  on  this 
earth.  Only  God’s  redeemed  child¬ 
ren  can,  or  will  do  these  things;

One  of  the  most  successful  and 
,  far  reaching  revivals  ever  held  in 
this  community  closed  Friday  even¬ 
ing  with  the  Baptist  church  of  this 
place.
